Beckham la Re-Elected. 

(Louisville Herald.) 

There paaaed tbrougb Louiarille on 
TuMday eranlBg J. L. Napier, of Clay- 
hole, Breathitt county, with his wife 
and child on thrlr way to Oltlahoma, 
fugltlvt'8 from the tenorUin still pre- 
valout in Ureathitt. That assassina- 
tloD has not been eradicated from that 
iU-fated diatrict bjr the Beckhamlstit 
pretenae of enforelBt the law ia very 
clear from Napief'a enforced flight, be- 
canae he had fallen tinder the ban of 
the rulp of blooJ and terror. 

W'c take Ma atateiiients from thn 
morning l)cnio<:rat,ic organ. On Tues 
day night laat Napier aald to a repre- 
aentatlre of that paper: 

"LMt Wedneeday I waa in tha atore 
aortfnv mall, when • man came into 
the fltore and lounged afound there tor 
half an hour. I waa buay opening th'^ 
mail, ami when I came to the reglB- 
terod lettt rs hi- drew a 45 Colt and told 
mc to hand over that mall. Aa be 
aald that be flrad and ran. The bul- 
let did not come cloae to me, hut it 
waa aimed at me. There were a lot 
of people ta the atore at the time, anri 
they all ma looo «■ tbejr aaw the 
big gun." 

Tills wcurred at Clayholc, ten miles 
from Jackson, where Napier waa 
postma.ster and atorekeeper. The 
next dar he went to Jackaon and ask- 
ed for a warrant "I want," he.aays, 
' »efore Judfla Hargla aad awora to an 
aindavit, but he did not laaue the war- 
rant." 

Napier siKniticantly adds: 

"There Is no law in Breathitt. War- 
ranta cannot be aecured unleaa the 
man who wants the warrant la on the 
right aide. There are aeven magis- 
tratea in the cotinty, and alx of them 
do the bidding of one of the leaders. 
I do not know the seventh, its he ilvee 
in the far end of tlip county, so I 
don't know bow he stands. Jackaon 
is quiet until the man they want gets 
there, then there la the crack of a rifle, 
and he la dead. Jackaon ia quieter 
than the rest of the county, but It is 
all under one roan's thumb. He bop.sts 
that lie Is luler in Ilrrntliltt coiinty ' 

The plain truth is that the Ureatliitt 
leaders undenaund Ueekhani. Gov- 
ernor Beckham has frequently, for 
reaaona of political gain and of polit- 
ical reward, iaaued pardona. He bcs 
done ao at the Instance of the leaders. 
He will, If elected, do It a^aln. Breat- 
hitt will, by a large majority, vote f )C 
Ueckham. He must, according to pol- 
itics and to Be<'kham precedents, In 
plenty return political favors with 
prerogative favora. There can be no 
return of aecnrttf to Breathitt ao long 
as Beckham la gOTomor of Kentucky. 
Mia re-election In November would 
precipitate outbursts of lawlessne^B. 
The parole and pardon brokeis would 
turn loose on the state everywhere the 
very claaa of men that has made It im- 
poMlble for any but ttaoae willing to 
accept tyrmnny to Uve la Breathitt.

NO CONftlTUTIONAL MOOIID 

TERM. 



The whole tplrit of the conatitutlon 

of the state of Kentucky Is a spirit of 
prohibition of a second term for pub- 
lic ofllee. It ia the old aplrit, the old 
Democratic deotand for rotation In of- 
fice, that haa controlled the formation 
of ttic present constitution of the 
state of Kentucky, thia spirit alao 
largely oontnflllng the eonatltutton ot 
1849. ' Section 93 of the present con- 
stitution of the state of Kentucky 
reails as follows: 

"The Treasurer, Auditor of Public 
Accounts, Secretary of State, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, Labor and SU- 
tiatlca. Attorney Oeneral, Superintend- 
ent of Public Inatructton and Reglater 
of the Land Office, shall be Ineligible 
to re-election for the Bucceeding- four 
years after the expiration of the term 
for which they ahall have bata 
elected." 

This Is a very aweeping prohibition, 
and the principle of It ia to be noted 
In other aectlona of the conatitutlon. 
For Instance, aectlon 71 rofara to the 

governor, and declares: 

"He shall be ineligible for ttio suc- 
ceedliig four yeara after the expiration 
of the term for which ha Miall have 
been elected." 

Section 82 providea for a lieutenant 
governor who ahall poaaeaa the aame 
quallflcationa aa the governor, and 
contains thia elauae: 

"He shall be Ineligible to the office 
of lieutenant governor for the siic- 
eeedlnK four years after the expira- 
tion of the term for which ha thall 
have been elected." 

It la provided in aectlon 160, relat- 
ing to municipal offloera, that "No 
mayor or chief ezeeatlve or flacal ofll- 
ee r of any city of the flrat or second 
class, after the expiration of the term 
of office to which he has been elected 
under this constitution, shall be eligi- 
ble for tile succeeding term." 

We have quoted these sections of 
the constitution In order to recall to 
the people of Kentucky the spirit of 
t'lat Inatrument. The people aought 
to deatroy the poaalblllty of the erec- 
tion within the state of an ofllcehold- 
luK ollKiirchy, nf nn offlcebolders' 
trust, suoli as has been established at 
Frankfort, anil such as has been "s- 
labl!she<l in the city of Louisville. 
This trust Is buiii ui> by the patron- 
age of public office. Power onoe se- 
cured la never aurrendared without a 
protaat. The people reoognized the 
evils that inevitably follow the at- 
tempt of ambitious men to perpetuate 
thom-oelvea in office, and they wrote 
this prohibition In the ooaatltutloB aa 
broad as possible. 

And yet the politicians of the state, 
directing and ooatrolling the Demo- 
cratic orgaaiaatloB, defy the conatitu- 
tiou. override Ita prohlbitloaa, evade 
the letter where they can not openly 
violate it, and, in apite of the conati- 
tutlon, use the patronage of one term 
of office ta aacara aaothar tarn of 
office. 

It la contended in behalf of the gov- 
ernor that, atrictly interpreted, the 
prohibition does not apply to an offi- 
cer aarvlng out tha unexpired term of 
hia pradeeaaaor. Thia. wa believe, la 
the atrict interpretation of the letter 
of the constitution, but In the oaae of 
Governor Reckham It Is to be consid- 
ered that he haa served nearly four 
years. He was given the office of lieu- 
tenant governor by proceedings revo- 
lutionary in their character and revo- 
lutionary m tbelr effect. Defeated by 
the paepla. the Damocratld aaucus 
made him' lieutenant governor. When 
Mr. Ooabal waa aaaaaaiaatad ha at 
once suocaadad to Mr. Ooebel aad be- 
came governor. In November, 1900, 
he was nominated by the IVmocrailc 
party In spite of the Courier-Journal's 
"demand for a man" which was in- 
tended to aet aside Mr. Beckham — 
and. under tha forma of law, he waa 
elected to aerva out tha term of three 
yeara. 

Maalfeatly, the aplrtt of tha ocaatl- 
tntion la Just aa much 'rtbUttad when 
Mr. Beckham la a oaadtdate for gov- 
ernor as it would have been violated 
had Governor Bradley been noialaatad 
by the Republicans In 1899. 

It is hardly worth while to argue 
this propoaltlon. It la not ^a queatlon of 
the atrict Interpretation Of tha forma 
of the conatitutlon. It ia a queatlon 
merely of the puvpoaa of tha coaatltn- 
tion, and It la Violated, not only In 
the nomination of Mr. Beckham, but 
the aplrit nf It is violated, moreover. 
In nominating Mr. MoCbesney, now 
Bapariatecdent of public Inatnictlon, 
for aecretary of state: in nominating 
Mr. Haager. now secretary of state, 
for auditor. Mr. Vraelaad, who Is as- 
sistant la tha oflloa of tha conuaia- 
sloner of agrieultuta. bacom^a the 
party candidate lot oommiaaloaar of 
agriculture to succeed Mr Nail. 

Of cour- • If the people of Kentucky 
are satisfied with tbis arrangement, 
they win vote for theee candidate*. A 
vote for theae candldatee is a vote 
temporarily to auapend the prohlbi- 
tloaa of the boaatltatton. It la a vote 
to auataia tha belief that tha odBce- 
holding trt -*t at FraaktiMt M made up 
of men of auch auperior attainments, 
ancb breadth of mind, auch atateamen- 

<.e ranar'ty. thai the atate caa aot 

rd to do without their aa ffvi eaa.— •
